George was locked up in the coun­ 
ty jail as the youngest prisoner ever 
held there after hearing a coroner’s 
jury recommend that he be held to 
the grand jury for the murder of 
Dorette. The child died of starva­ 
tion and exposure while she was held 
prisoner in an abandoned ice house 
for 51 hours without clothes. 
Although a “moral imbecile” the 
youth is legally sane and of a better 
than average intellect, it was an­ 
nounced by Dr. Harry Hoffman, 
head of the criminal court behavior 
clinic, following a preliminary ex­ 
amination. 
To Charge Murder. 
Assistant Prosecutor Richard Re­ 
gan said an indictment for murder 
or manslaughter will be asked of the 
grand jury. 
With the same stoical calm that j 
marked his attitude before the cor- ; 
oner’s jury the 13-year-old boy faced 
the 
mental 
examination

show of normal emotions. He show-1 
ed no remorse and no tears. 
“Did you cry at all since you kid- | 
naped the little girt?” he was asked, j 
“No, I haven't cri?d since I was a j 
year old, my mother tells me,” was j 
the young prisoner’s answer to psy­ 
chiatrists. 
“I suppose I am a murderer, may­ 
be they will hang me.”

TATISTICIANS who make long-range calculations showing 


the possibility of the world eventually becoming depopula- 


ted through the process of race-suicide may add to their enjoy- 
able worries by considering vital statistics pertaining to the state. 


The department of health discloses that the birth rate in 


Pennsylvania during last year reached a new low. The total 
number of births for the year was 156,829, or a rate of lS.8 per 
cent per 1,000 population. 
In the preceding year, 
A 932, the 


rate was 17.1 per cent per thousand of population. 
In 1931 


ihe rate was 18.3 per cent. That is a steady decline. 


And now to mix a little optimism with the pessimism. 


Deaths also reached a low mark last year. The death rate was 
;i0.6 per cent per thousand, the lowest recorded since records 
have been kept. 


So, after all, births are exceeding deaths, and .the danger of 


depopulation is so far in the future that the average person 
can find many other things to worry about in the interim. The 
birth rate is something like the stock market; no one can tell 
with certainty when the trend will clvange. 
It has its ups and 


4owns just as do all "futures." 


THE RIGHT OF AN INDUSTRY TO LIVE ... 


Intimation that the business of manufacturing lace in this country 


will be endangered by the passage of the Administration Tariff bill, 
granting sweeping powers to the president, has very properly brought 
Senator Herbert of Rhode Island to the defense of that industry. 


The testimony of Secretary of Agriculture Wallace before the Ways 


and Means Committee seemed to indicate that in the making of recipro- 
cal trade agreements the lace-making business would be one of the in- 
dustries marked for -early death. In other words, if the administration 
should decide that it is an "inefficient industry". the president, under 
the pending bill, would have the right to drive it out of existence. 


Senator Hebert estimates that there are' 616' lace factories in the 


United States. Nearly half of them are in Rhode Island. Many of them 
are In Pennsylvania. Others are in New Jersey, New York, Connecticut, 
Ohio and Illinois. When the present tariff law went into effect not less 
than $25,000,000 had been invested in.these mills. At full capacity they. 
could give employment to 15,000 persons. 


•\ 
Who is to decide the question of life and death for such industries 


as may be declared "inefficient?" 
Under the terms of the bill the 


executioner will be the president, says the Philadelphia Inquirer. 
But 


surely he will have to be advised on these complicated matters. Senator 
Hebert says it does not appear that any consideration has been given 
as to what may eventuate "if the reciprocal tariff bill passes and its pro- 
visions are to be enforced by theorists who, for the most part, have no 
business ol their own, or Vvho have not been able to succeed'in business 
if they ever had one, or who have no experience in any industry." 
'

It is not surprising that the senator from Rhode Island should de- 


liver his blast before the Senate Committee has reported out the tariff 
bill. There is no time to waste if a serious attempt is to be made to 
halt this dangerous legislation. 


MANY STUDENTS HELPED 


One angle of the federal relief program about which not very much 


has been, heard is that relating to the giving of financial assistance to 
college students. 
Figures available in Washington show that 52,327 


students.are receiving such aid through employment in part-time jobs 
fit rates "of pay averaging $15 a month. They are distributed among 948 
colleges and universities. 


In order to be eligible for help, a student must attend a non- 


profit-making institution, must carry at least three-fourths of the nor- 
mal program of courses; must certify that his attendance at college would 
be Impossible without this aid, must be of good character and must pos- 
sess ability to do high-grade scholastic work. Not more than 75 per cent 
of the funds allotted to any institution can be paid to students who were 
regularly enrolled in some college last semester. 


" As a permanent policy, the system would be objectionable from 


many standpoints. 
In an emergency that makes it necessary for the 


government to contribute to the support of millions of persons, the plan, 
however, takes on a different aspect. 


If government help enables these students to obtain an education 


•while providing for their subsistence, a double purpose is being served. 


GREED COSTLY 


The costliness of individual greed to a community is strikingly il- 


lustrated in connection with a federal slum-clearance project in a large 
manufacturing city. 


The government was prepared to spend at least $9,000,000 in the 


•work. 
In addition to improving housing conditions, this would have 


meant much in wages, a large part of which would have gone into local 
trade channels. 


But as soon as the government's plans became known, the owners 


of the property that was to be reclaimed saw an opportunity to enrich 
themselves at the expense of the public treasury. 
They immediately 


boosted the price far beyond the generally accepted value of the property. 
The result may be that the project will not be carried out. 


"Owners have let this property deteriorate for years," said a federal 


official, "and in many instances have neither received any income from 
it nor kept up taxes. The fact that owners have done nothing would 
make it appear that they considered the land worth exactly nothing, 
but now s6 many of them want speculative prices that the city will lose 
the "expenditure of $9,000,000 unless right prices are found in other 
places."

MANY STUDENTS HELPED 


One angle of the federal relief program about which not very much 


has been, heard is that relating to the giving of financial assistance so 
college students. 
Figures available in Washington show that 52327 


students are receiving such aid through employment in part-time jobs 
at rates'of pay averaging $15 a month. They are distributed among 948 
colleges and universities. 


In order to be eligible for help, a student must attend a non- 


profit-making institution, must carry at least three-fourths of the nor- 
mal program of courses; must certify that his attendance at college woulrl 
be impossible without this aid, must be of good character and must pos- 
sess ability to do high-grade scholastic work. Not more than 75 per cent 
of the funds allotted to any institution can be paid to students who were 
regularly enrolled in some college last semester. 


As a permanent policy, the system would be objectionable from 


many standpoints. 
In an emergency that makes it necessarv for the 


government to contribute to the support of millions of persons,"the plan 
however, takes on a different aspect. 


If government help enables these students to obtain an education 


while providing for their subsistence, a double purpose is being served.

Resolution Adopted At Al- 


bany To Probe Lobbies 


And Utilities 


(International News Service) 


ALBANY, N. Y., Apr. 12.—Bowing 


to the demand of Governor Her- 
bert L, Lehman, the state senate 
early today unanimously adopted a 
resolution providing for a sweeping 
investigation into the "practices, op- 
erations, activities, influences and 
services," of all public utilities. The 
resolution carrying an appropriation 
of $250,000 also paves the way for 
a searching 
investigation of the 


short-selling of utility securities and 
its political ramifications. 


The resolution also opens the door 


for an Investigation of the activities 
of every lobbyist at the capitol. 


The resolution is expected to be 
adopted by the assembly next week. 


Meanwhile the senate Judiciary 


committee, which is to investigate 
the amended utility lobbying activ- 
ities of Senator Warren T. Thayer, 
Republican whip, announced the se- 
lection of Paul T. McCauley of New 
York, as its counsel. 
McCauley, a 


Democrat, is a former chief assist- 
ant attorney-general and was in 
charge of the bureau of frauds in 
New York. City. 


Senator John J. Dunnigan, Demo- 


cratic leader of the senate, was 
sponsor of the resolution calling for 
the sweeping utility 'and lobby probe. 


The resolution also provides for 


an investigation of the Democratic- 
controlled public service commission 
with respect to the fixation of rates, 
granting of orders, conduct of its 
hearings and Its "general function- 
ing." 


The term "public utility" as de-

New York State 
Probe Ordered 


Resolution Adopted At Al­ 
bany To Probe Lobbies 
And Utilities 


FRIDAY and SATURDAY 


(International News Service) 
ALBANY, N. Y., Apr. 12.—Bowing 
to the demand of Governor Her­ 
bert L, Lehman, the state senate 
early today unanimously adopted a 
resolution providing for a sweeping 
investigation into the “practices, op­ 
erations, activities, influences and 
services,” of all public utilities. The 
resolution carrying an appropriation 
of $250,000 also paves the way for 
a searching investigation 
of 
the 
short-selling of utility securities and 
its political ramifications. 
The resolution also opens the door 
for an investigation of the activities 
of every lobbyist at the capitol. 
The resolution is expected to be 
adopted by the assembly next week. 
Meanwhile the senate judiciary 
committee, which is to investigate 
;he amended utility lobbying activ­ 
ities of Senator Warren T. Thayer, 
Republican whip, announced the se­ 
lection of Paul T. McCauley of New 
York, as its counsel. 
McCauley, a 
Democrat, is a former chief assist­ 
ant attorney-general and was 
in 
charge of the bureau of frauds in 
New York City. 
Senator John J. Dunnigan, Demo­ 
cratic leader of 
the 
senate, 
was 
sponsor of the resolution calling for 
the sweeping utility and lobby probe. 
The resolution also provides for 
an investigation of the Democratic- 
controlied public service commission 
with respect to the fixation of rates, 
granting of orders, conduct of its 
hearings and its “general function­ 
ing.” 
The term “public utility” as de­ 
fined in the resolution includes every 
gas, electric, telephone, telegraph, 
railroad, omnibus, 
waterworks 
or 
steam corporation 
operating 
any 
part of its business within the state, 
and every other person, firm, or cor­ 
poration operating an 
agency 
or 
agencies for public service within 
the state subject to the jurisdiction, 
supervision or regulation 
of 
the 
public service commission.

Since the first of February, more 


than 300,000 applications have been 
received.

Griffith stated. 


Each application is thoroughly

"One thing far worse—unspeaka- 


bly worse—than war is that moral 
indifference which would let us be 
knocked down and walked over and 
lead all nations to regard interna- 
tional law as just another 'scrap of

Wheaton College, Wheaton, 111., and 
guest speaker at the First Baptist 
church this week, told the Kiwanis 
Club in a luncheon address on 
"Why I Am Not a Pacifist", yester- 
day.

"I want peace with righteousness, 


peace with law and order," Dr. Bus-: 
well continued, "but we might as 
well discard the American .govern-:

The college head emphasized that 


"my faith is a militant faith, not 
a pacifist faith."

They were 
subdued and placed in the "Klon- 
dike" section of the prison where the 
cells are bare of furniture and fix- 
tures.

Japanese aim is to' dominate the 
Pacific and the Orient, and Russia 
and the United States only stand in 
the •way," he said. .

Fortification .of the Aleutian Is- 


lands is prevented by treaty but the 
mainland of Alaska should be im- 
mediately fortified and naval and 
airplane bases established, Sirovich 
contended. 
"It is possible that Japan might 


consider this an overt act on the 
part of the United States," said Sir- 
ovich. "We do not want war, but 
we must not blind our eyes to the 
situation. We should fortify Alaska 
in the name of peace."

Winter Wheat In

Kress, .who startled the house mer- 
chant marine committee by relating 
the purported Japanese plan of 
strategy in the event of war with the 
United States, expanded his narra- 
tive of the secret information he 
said was given him by high Russian 
officials. 


Plan Revealed. 


The entire Japanese plan, he said, 


was told him when he visited Rus- 
sia last fall. 


"I do not seek war—I am for 


peace," said Rep. Sirovich, who has 
attained high rank as a physician 
and scientist. "I urge in the name 
of peace that the United States for- 
tify Alaska and the Aleutian Is- 
lands." 


It is on Alaska and the Aleutian 


Islands that Japa.nese militarists 
plan to move, he said. 


To Strike At Russia. 


"Recognition of Soviet Russia by 


the United States undoubtedly pre- 
vented war between Japan and Rus- 
Bia. this spring," said Sirovich. 


"Russian officials and officers un- 


derstand that the plan of Japanese 
militarists is to strike at Russia and 
then the United States the very 
next year." 
Sirovich said that high Russian 


officials Insisted that there was a 
secret treaty between Japan and 
Germany. When Japan struck at 
Russia on the east, Germany would 
strike in Europe. 


Seek Oil Prize. 


"Japan would bottle up Russia 


and then grab the great prize—the 
Sakahlin Island off Siberia north of 
Japan," he said. "Here is the great- 
est oil prize of the world. Under 
treaty, Japan has one-third, Russia 
one-third and the other is divided 
t>ctween them. 


"Russia was eager for recognition 


by the United States when I was 
there; They felt that by joining 
hands with the United States Japan 
would not dare to carry out the 
plans. 


Could Inflict Damage. 


"Vladivostok, the Russian port, is 


a cancer in the eyes of Japan. This 
:ls because Russia could, with air- 
planes, strike from there. Japanese 
houses are chiefly of cotton and 
•wood. Vast damage could be done 
by planes. 


"Russia needs another year before 


she is ready. She has already con- 
centrated 400 to 500 of the finest 
bombing planes to meet Japan." 


Sirovich asserted that Japan is 


already making maps and charts in 
the Alaskan area. 
He said that 


salmon canning firms hove import- 
ed Japanese and Coolie labor there, 
nncl 
among them 
are 
Japanese 


agents. 


".In Russia they know that the 


Japanese aim is to dominate the 
Pacific and the Orient, and Russia 
nnd the United States only stand in 
the way," he said. 


Should Fortify Alaska. 


Fortification of the Aleutian Is- 


lands is prevented by treaty but the 
mainland of Alaska should be im- 
mediately fortified and naval and 
airplane bases established, Sirovich 
contended. 


"It is possible that Japan might

nually than existing law. it was 
offered as a substitute for the senate 
finance committee's scale, 
which 


would raise existing rates only $7,- 
000,000 a year. 


All indications pointed to adop- 


tion of the Lafollette scale. 
It was 


endorsed individually 
by Senator 


Harrison (D) of Mississippi, admin- 
istration leader, as the "best way" 
for 
forcing 
a 
redistribution 
of 


wealth. 
The progressives endorsed 
it enthusiastically. 


Would Increase Gift Schedules 
Lafollette also proposed a new gift 


tax schedule.

would increase 


existing rates in conformity with his 
proposed new estate taxes, so that 
rich men, about to die, could not 
escape the estate tax by giving their 
fortunes away before death. 


The Lafollette estate laxes would 


begin with one percent on $20,000 
estates, after allowing an exemption 
of $40,000.

CHICAGO. April 12.—Thirty tu- 


berculosis-infected white rats, lib- 
erated by a. thief who stole them 
from En experimental laboratory, 
were at large today on the north- 
west side, objects of a feverish search 
by police. 


Two hundred of the rodents -were 


stolen from Dr. Royal Fitch, but 
authorities succeeded in recapturing 
all but 30. 
When police arrix-ed 


neighborhood children were holding 
some of the rats they had found 
crawling in the street from a broken 
crate. 


Most dangerous of the escaped 


laboratory specimens arc those that 
were inoculated with tuberculosis 
virus two years ago. Dr. Fitch said. 
Authorities were fearful that the 
disease might be transmitted to res- 
idents of the neighborhood.

laboratory specimens are those that 
were inoculated with tuberculosis 
virus two years ago. Dr. Keen said 
Authorities were fearful that the 
disease might be transmitted to res- 
idents of the neighborhood.

"As a first step in sizing up this
